DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The present communication responds to the Amendment of 12/16/201 1 . 
By this communication, claims 1 and 1 1 were amended. The amendments did not add 
new matter. Claims 1-12 are pending. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see page 4, filed 1 2/1 6/201 1 , with respect to claims 1 -1 2 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 1 -12 have 
been withdrawn. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

The application has been amended as follows: 

In Claim 1 , line 4 after "handle region" : 

please delete - "is curved as a smooth continuous curve in an opposite sense 
from said patient end region"

please insert - "and said patient end region are formed as a smooth continuous 
curve but in an opposite sense" 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 -1 2 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The subject 
matter of the independent claims could either not be found or was not suggested in the 
prior art of record. With regards to claims 1,11 and 1 2, the prior art does not disclose 
or render obvious "a tracheostomy dilator comprising a handle region and patient end 
region formed as a smooth continuous curve but in an opposite sense," in combination 
with the other limitations of the claims. The prior art Buckley (WO 92/14396) does not 
have a smooth continuous curve. The prior art Ciaglia (US 2002/0066453) is not curved 
in at opposite ends. The prior art of Kuhn (US 3,363,629) and Elam (US 4,449,526) are 
designed to be inserted through the mouth a patient and not as tracheostomy dilators.
